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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 14-17, 19-27 are allowed. 

As to claims 14, 15 and 26, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an interferometer configured to use the diffracted light to determine a 
position of the alignment mark to produce a control signal related to the determined position, 
wherein the interferometer is configured to determine the position of the alignment mark using 
an interference pattern, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to claim 20, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious determining a position of the alignment mark based on an interference pattern 
generated from the combining step, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to claim 27, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a sensor configured to receive the interferogram, the interference pattern, or the 
interference fringes and to generate an alignment signal therefrom, in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the claim.
